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Council Seeks Immediate Action 
On Tax Funds for City Streets 


A strong resolution request¬ 
ing immediate action on gaso¬ 
line tax funds needed to pave 
Sierra Madre streets was 
passed unanimously by the 
City Council Tuesday and sent 
to the County Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

The resolution, prepared by 
City Atty. Guy Cornyn, said in 
part “that the Board of Super¬ 
visors ... be requested to take 
appropriate action on this re¬ 
quest without further delay.” 

A copy of the resolution also 
was sent to the county road 
commissioner who thus far has 
refused to accept the city’s re¬ 
quest for $22,690.67 of gas tax 
funds. 

His refusal is based upon the 
position that he cannot act un¬ 
til the Board of Supervisors 
adopts a definite policy speci¬ 
fying requirements to be met. 
Action on the money, badly 
needed here for street repairs, 
has been delayed since last De¬ 
cember. 

The money is needed to re¬ 
pave parts of Manzanita, Ra¬ 
mona, Fairview, Carter and 
Michillinda. 

The resolution noted that the 
proposed improvements “are 
needed immediately” and that 
Sierra Madre is “unable to fi¬ 
nance the cost . . . without the 
financial assistance requested.” 

In addition, the resolution 
said that the City Council be¬ 
lieves the requested allocation 
of funds may be made under 
the California Street and High¬ 
way Code.

Last Saturday, with many 
fearful palpitations, I became 
an editor and publisher for the 
first time in my reasonably 
young life. 

For the next few weeks I’ll 
be floundering about trying to 
master, or at least keep even 
with, the countless and largely 
unsung duties that beset the 
owners of weekly newspapers. 

I beg your indulgence. 

The Sierra Madre News, I 
trust, will continue to reach 
you each Thursday. With the 
assistance of the paper’s able 
staff, I hope to carry on the 
good work of Mr. and Mrs. Ed¬ 
gar Jonkinson and of earlier 
owners. 

I have some pretty definite 
ideas about newspapers, and, in 
time, I hope to put them into 
practice. 

Weekly newspapers represent 
the last stronghold of person¬ 
alized journalism. In the 19th 
and early 20th Centuries, metro¬ 
politan dailies also had the 
personal touch. Editors and 
publishers actually labored on 
their papers and, in fact, were 
occasionally attacked with 
horse whips and canes for their 
efforts. 

Well, I sincerely hope no one 
mauls my skinny back with a 
buggy whip. Weekly newspa¬ 
pers, however, are of necessity 
the personal products of their 
owners. I hope to make the Si¬ 
erra Madre News a vigorous 
paper, a paper worthy of your 
readership. 

Politically, the Sierra Madre 
News will be independent. By 
that I mean the paper will sup¬ 
port for office those candidates 
who appear to be most compe¬ 
tent and who will do the best 
job for the voters, regardless 
of the candidates’ political af¬ 
filiation. 

Ethically, the Sierra Madre 
News will strive mightily to 
live by that old axiom—Free¬ 
dom of the Press. 

Freedom of the Press does 
not mean the publisher's free¬ 
dom to print what he wishes 
to print and to withhold that 
which he wishes to withhold. 

It means, instead, that the 
readers are. free to find out 
what is going on through their 
newspapers, within the bounds 
of decency and good taste. All 
the news, both popular and un¬ 
popular. 

Every paper, of course, is 
restricted by time, space and 
locality. The Sierra Madre News 
will be strictly local. We will 
try to print something about 
every important and entertain¬ 
ing event in this area which 
may be of interest to our read¬ 
ers. 

This column, “First Person 
Singular,” will appear in the 
Sierra Madre News almost (I 
use the word advisedly) every 
week. 

The unfortunate truth about 
a column is that it has to ap¬ 
pear regularly, whether or not 
the writer has anything to say. 

I decided to use the “I," or 
first person singular, because 
the opinions expressed here will 
be entirely my own. In addi¬ 
tion, I admit to a slight preju¬ 
dice in this respect. I have al¬ 
ways felt that the egotistical 
“I” is not quite so pretentious 
as the royal “we.” 

Before I finish, I want to 
thank all the kind people in 
this lovely town who have 
wished me well. I think they 
meant it.

be insured as soon as the forms 
reach the insurance company. 

Regularly enrolled children 
may qualify for student acci¬ 
dent insurance, which costs 
only $2 per child for the entire 
year.

National Newspaper Week 


In connection with the ob¬ 
servance of National Newspaper 
Week, the first week of Octo¬ 
ber, we give here the Seven 
Canons of Journalism drawn 
up by the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors — the rules 
by which every conscientious 
newspaper man seeks to be 
guided. 

Responsibility: “The right of 
a newspaper to attract and 
hold its readers is restricted by 
nothing but consideration of 
public welfare ... A journalist 
who uses his power for any 
selfish or otherwise unworthy 
purpose is faithless to a high 
trust.” 

Freedom of the Press: “Free¬ 
dom of the Press is to be 


guarded as a vital right of 
mankind. It is the unquestion¬ 
able right by law.” 

Independence: “Freedom from 
all obligations except that of 
fidelity to the public interest 
is vital. Promotion of any pri¬ 
vate interest contrary to the 
general welfare, for whatever 
reason, is not compatible with 
honest journalism . . . Parti¬ 
sanship in editorial comment 
which knowingly departs from 
the truth does violence to the 
best spirit of American jour¬ 
nalism.” 

Sincerity, Truthfulness, Accu¬ 
racy: “Good faith -with the 
reader is the foundation of all 
journalism worthy of the name. 
By every consideration of good 
faith, a newspaper is con¬ 
strained to be truthful.” 

Impartiality: “News reports 
should be free from opinion or 
bias of any kind.”

Victory Park Possible as School, Golf Site, Planners Agree 


Professional planners from 
Pasadena and Los Angeles 
County agree there is enough 
acreage in the Victory Park for 
joint development of a park, 
golf course and school. 

These were the two develop¬ 
ments this week that raised 
hopes of persons advocating a 
high school or junior college in 


the Victory Park section. 

The other development was 
the possibility that the pending 
legal opinion on the county’s 
ability to relinquish land to 
the school district may be fa¬ 
vorable to the plan. There is 
precedent for relinquishing un¬ 
developed county park land to 
a school district. 


On Monday, representatives 
of Supervisor Roger Jessup 
were given a conducted tour of 
the Victory Park area by Earl 
Messer, Pasadena realtor and 
chairman of the 1954 school 
site committee, and other Pasa¬ 
dena businessmen. 

The committee reportedly 
demonstrated how the land 


could accommodate the school 
as well as the city park and 
county golf course. 

These actions are leading up 
to a promised report from Jes¬ 
sup next week on whether the 
county will provide some acre¬ 
age to the school district. 

Under consideration is a plan 
for Pasadena to provide 15 
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acres at the north end of Vic¬ 
tory Park and for the county 
to provide 25 acres from the 
golf course land, thus creating 
a 40-acre campus.

The bloody drama of today’s 
Central America fits a hidden 
pattern, says Monroe. 

Within recent months a Com¬ 
munist government has been 
overthrown in Guatemala; the

By proper selec¬ 
tion of varieties your garden 
can have camellias in bloom 
from now till late spring. 

2. Plant all types of orna¬ 
mental shrubbery now. Do not 
forget the winter flowering 
types such as the fragrant 
Daphne and the colorful 
heather. 

3. Ranunculus is one of the 
most productive of all bulbs. 
Each bulb produces, according 
to the size of the bulb, a great 
many flowers in the spring. 
These last remarkably well as 
cutflowers. 

4. Also plant these spring 
flowering bulbs now: Tulips, 
Daffodils, Hyacinths, Freesia, 
Crocus and Dutch Iris.

REPORT ON LABOR

The central fact of 1955 that 
has bearing upon labor is 
stated quite simply. The United 
States of Americaa has entered 
an era of peace and prosperity 
unmatched in her entire his¬ 
tory. 

What does prosperity look 
like? To the worker in manu¬ 
facturing it looks like his week¬ 
ly pay check, which now aver¬ 
ages over $75. That’s a record 
figure. To the housewife it 
means the prices in the gro¬ 
cery and department stores. 1 
do not have to tell her that the 
cost of living has remained 
virtually steady for a year and 
a half and that her husband's 
increased wages have not been 
dissipated by inflation. To econ¬ 
omists it looks like a line on 
a graph entitled the Gross Na¬ 
tional Product (the total of all 
the goods and services produced 
in America), a line that is cur¬ 
rently nudging the $385 billion 
mark. This is a new high. To 
the builder it looks like new 
houses and new buildings, $42 
billion worth this year. 

Of particular interest to me 
is the employment figure. 65 
million men and women are 
working in America, more than 
at any time in our history. Un¬ 
employment, on the other hand, 
is down to 2 1 u million, or 3.7% 
of the total workforce. That is 
an improvement, but we will 
not bo satisfied as long as any 
American who wants and needs 
work is unemployed.

Sound Acting Marks Satire, 
‘Reclining Figure/ at Playhouse

BEGIN THE DAY RIGHT 

The tired feeling that comes 
to so many people during the 
day may well be due to an in¬ 
adequate morning meal, ac¬ 
cording to reports of nutrition¬ 
al studies. The usual snacking 
but temporarily dissipates this 
fatigue and, even when a good 
dinner is eaten, the individual 
may show a deficit in essen¬ 
tial food requirements at the 
end of the day. In spite of 
this, breakfast is the most neg¬ 
lected meal. 

Although hunger may not be 
felt in the early morning hours, 
the hidden hunger within the 
body makes itself evident by 
such signs as weariness, irrita¬ 
bility, dullness, nervousness, 
headache, or inattention. Gen¬ 
erally speaking, it seems that 
the lack of a good breakfast 
tends to make the individual 
less efficient in whatever task 
he has to do. 

Observations of school chil¬ 
dren show that those who eat 
an adequate breakfast usually 
make better grades, have a 
brighter outlook, and apparent¬ 
ly have more energy left for 
outside activities. Yet many 
school children, particularly 
teenagers, do not get a morn¬ 
ing meal that is considered nu¬ 
tritionally good, and some chil¬ 
dren get none at all. 

Breakfast should supply 
somewhere in the neighbor¬ 
hood of one quarter of the day’s 
total number of calories. The 
body's food needs are amply 
cared for by a breakfast that 
consists of fruit or juice (citrus 
or tomato), whole grain cereal 
with milk, bread and butter, 
and a beverage. Bacon and 
eggs are among the foods that 
may be substituted for the 
cereal. Naturally a person do¬ 
ing hard physical labor should 
have more of these foods than 
a sedentary worker. 

These breakfasts keep the 
blood sugar level (the body’s 
source of energy) high enough 
to ward off the pre-lunch slump 
that is so common an experi¬ 
ence, but a low blood sugar 
level often results in weakness, 
dizziness, or fatigue and en¬ 
courages the habit of between- 
meal eating. 

A good breakfast is also eco¬ 
nomical. The amount of money 
spent on a hasty pick-up 
breakfast of coffee and dough¬ 
nuts and the like, supplement¬ 
ed by a mid-morning snack, 
adds up to a greater cash out¬ 
lay than the expenditure need¬ 
ed for a good breakfast pre¬ 
pared at home. 

Weight-watchers would do 
well to remember that food 
eaten early in the day after 
an overnight fast is put right 
to work by the body. It is ab¬ 
sorbed and digested during the 
most active daytime hours and 
is therefore less likely to be 
stored as fat. 

A good breakfast should be 
leisurely eaten. It begins the 
day well and, comfortably bol¬ 
stered with the proper food, the 
individual is better able to 
meet whatever the day might 
bring. 

“Eat a Good Breakfast to 
Start a Good Day,” a pamphlet 
that discusses the importance 
of a good breakfast and con¬ 
tains sample menus, will be 
mailed to anyone who sends a 
card of request to the Los 
Angeles County Health Depart¬ 
ment, 241 N. Figueroa St., Los 
Angeles 12.
